The application has been amended as follows: 
Cancel claims 5 and 9. 

REMARKS: It was agreed to cancel claims 5 and 9. Claim 5 is cancelled 
because the claimed switch positioned on the lateral side of the engine housing would 
not be structurally compatible with base claim 3 which claims the switch being 
positioned on a front handle. These alternative switch positions are further supported 
by the specification. Claim 9 is cancelled because it would be redundant in claiming the 
switch position on the front handle as already claimed in base claim 3. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 3 and 
6-8 are allowable because none of the prior art of record suggests a switch being 
positioned on a front handle of the chainsaw, the switch operatively coupled with a 
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power source and the illumination means mounted on a front of the engine housing and 
aimed at the bar and cutting area.
